Hello all, 


Well, I've got too many big things taking up much needed space and 
they're going to have to go. I hate to do this, but it's either get rid 
of that equipment or get a bulldozer! Here's what's going to have to 


go: 


BC-610F with all coils and tuning units, BC-614, BC-939. 

I bought this to restore, haven't even been able to touch it in 
several years. Needs to have the correct HV rectifier filament 
transformer installed (Have it), handles and safety switches 
re-installed, and other small things done. I have almost all the 


additional parts that need to be installed with the exception of the PA 
neutralizing capacitor and a microphone connector on the BC-614. This 
weekend I'll take a complete inventory of what I have and what it needs 
and also take photographs and put them up on the web. 


AN/SRT-14 Synthesized monster 

Here's the real heavy iron! This is a 100 watt output rig that 
weighs >800 pounds. About 85 tubes. Synthesized in 10cps steps from 
300Kc to 26Mc. AM, CW and FSK operation with built-in FSK generator 
that accepts polar or neutral input. Good operating condition when I 
fired it up about a year ago, with one problem. A contact on the mode 
switch is burnt so I have to use a clip lead to bypass it so it'll key 
up. The wafer or contact needs to be replaced. I haven't done it yet 
because it's buried deep! I have lots of spare parts for it so this is 
no problem (2 Medium V PS, 2 Low V PS, 2 Modulators minus 1 mod trans, 2 
RF deck one missing vacuum caps). 

I also have the decks and cabinet to make this into an AN/SRT-15 with 
>500 watts out on 2-26 Mc, now it'll weigh >1300 pounds. The HV PS for 
50Q0watt operation is missing the 3-phase power transformer, but 
everything else is there including the high power modulator deck. 

Manual is included, it's about 3 inches thick. This makes a real nice 
AM transmitter, the 100 watt modulation transformer is rated 100-15,000 
cps +-5db and the 500 watt mod transformer is rated 100-4500 cps +- 1db. 
Again, this weekend I'll inventory it and take pictures. All the stuff 
together probably weighs around 2000 pounds or so. 


I'll also be getting rid of an R-390A and a CV-157, the R-390A is 
missing the tubes in the audio section, the ham I got it from was using 
it with an external home-brew SSB adaptor. The CV-157 appears complete; 
I've never applied power to it. I'll get a better look at them and take 
pictures this weekend. 


For the moment, you can see a few photos at 
http: //www.kg7bz.com/radio.html you can click on the photos to see more 
and larger pictures. Of course I don't want to ship these but pickup is 
welcome in Lakeside, AZ and I'll probably be willing to deliver in AZ 
and some of NM. I will be open to shipping on the R-390A and CV-157. 
I'm not sure what to ask on these, my real motivation is to get them out 
of here. If you're interested, let's talk about them.
